Both Desire to Deny Ac- 
cusations Involving 
Them in Yielding to 
‘Influence.’ 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 (AP)— 
Two members of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corp. board of di- 
rectors said today they had asked 
for the right to reply in public 
hearing to a Senate Banking sub- 
committee which has accused 
them of yielding to “influence.”’ 

The two are William E. Willett 


and C. Edward Rowe. A third 
member, Walter L. Dunham, ac- 
cused with them, has left on a 
vacation trip to Ft. Lauderdale, 
Fla., to be gone till about March 
 § He is expected to be questioned 
by the subcommittee after he 
returns. 

Willett wrote a létter to Sena- 
tor Maybank (Dem. South Caro- 
lina), chairman of the full Senate 
Banking committee, saying: 

“While I am fully aware of the 
force of the old saying that ex- 
planations never catch up with 
accusations, it is still my earnest 
desire to take advantage of the 
opportunity to appear before the 
committee.” 

He told a reporter he would 
testify that the accusations are 
untrue. 

Meanwhile the subcommittee 
moved to call as a witness E. Merl 
Young, one of the men it says 
exerted pressure on the granting 
of huge RFC loans. 

Donald Dawson, a White House 
aid, and William M. Boyle Jr., 
Democratic national chairman, 
were listed by the subcommittee 
in a report to the Senate as men 
who also wielded powerful influ- 
ence on RFC judgments. 

President Truman has called 
the report asinine and declared 
Dawson should not answer it. 

The subcommittee chairman, 
Senator Fulbright (Dem., Arkan- 
sas), confirmed that Young is 
willing to testify 

His subcommitte appeared to be 
setting the stage for a face-to- 
face meeting between Young and 
a Texas lawyer who described 
Young as an influence peddler. 

The report quoted the lawyer, 
Ross Bohannon of Dallas, as tes- 
tifying that Young demanded an 
$85,000 fee “to be influential” in 
getting a $10,100,000 loan for: the 
Texmass Corp., an oil develop- 
ment firm for which Bohannon 
Was counsel. 

The report said Bohannon re- 
fused to hire Young after get- 
ting assurance from Harley Hise, 
who then headed the RFC, that 
“Washington influence would be 
neither helpful nor necessary.” 
Texmass got the loan, but went 
broke after a reorganization, and 
now is in rece)vership.

From 1945 on- 
ward it aided and directed at- 
tempts by Greek rebels to over- 
throw the legally cl:cted Gov- 
ernment of Greece. 


In February 1948, a Commu- 
nist coup d’etat took place in 
Czechoslovakia and the Soviet 
representative vetoed the at- 
tempt: of the Security Council 
of the United Nations to in- 
vestigate this event as a threa$ 
to peace. Since June 1948 an 
increasingly. violent campaign 
of vilification and subversion 
has been waged against Yugo- 
slavia for refusing to subordin- 
ate her national interests and 
independence unreservedly to 
Soviet dictates.

Notes Soviet Isolation. 

The Soviet Government, more- 
over, has refused to participate 
in the activities of those interna- 
tional bodies which have been set 
up with the express purpose of 
restoring prosperity, strengthen- 
ing the social order and further- 
international co-operation. 
Thus, the Soviet Government has 
refusefi to co-operate in the ac- 
tivities of the Food and Agricul- 
ture Organization, the United Na- 
tions Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization, the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund, the In- 
ternational Civil Aviation Or- 
ganization, the International Ref- 
ugee Organization and the Inter- 
national Labor Organization, and 
it has withdrawn from the World 
Health Organization. 

In the United Nations it has 


repeatedly abused its right of 
veto, in cases where vital Soviet 
interests could not be said to 
be involved, to block the set- 
tlement of disputes or the ad- 
mission of new members, and 
it has refused to accept plans 
regarded as reasonable by the 
vast majority of members for 
the control of atomic energy 
and the reduction of arma- 
ments. Its unilateral policies 
have likewise been a major 
cause of the total lack of prog- 

ress in the work of the Mili- 
tary Staff Committee which 

had been designed to provide 

a system of collective security 

based on co-operation of the 

permanent members of the Se- 
curity Council. 

The general attitude of 
the Soviet Government in the 
United Nations has been one of 
complete and rigid lack of co- 
operation and compromise, an 
attitude which strikes at the very 
roots of that organization. This 
culminated in the total with- 
drawal of the Soviet representa- 
tives from the Security Council 
and all other organs of the Unit- 
ed Nations for a period extend- 
ing from January to August 1950. 
Furthermore, during the whole of 
the postwar period the Soviet 
Government endeavored so far as 
possible to insure that the peo- 
ples of the Soviet Union and its 
allies were isolated from the out- 
side world, kept in ignorance of 
the true facts and inspired with 
hatred of the Western nations. 

Slowly and unwillingly His 
Majesty’s Government were 
forced to the conclusion not 
only that the Soviet Govern- 
ment had no intention of ful- 
filling its treaty obligations to 
collaborate with them, but also 
that it was the aim of the 
Soviet Union to undermine the 
independence of the free na- 
tions of Western Europe. The 
policies and actions of the So- 
viet Government in the fields 
of politics and propaganda were 
backed by the huge forces 
which the Soviet Union main- 
tained under arms. No doubt 
the Soviet Government demo- 
bilized a number of men from 
the war-time peak but their 
forces remained far superior in 
numbers to those of all the 
Western powers put together. 
At the same time they were 
busily engaged in rebuilding 
the forces of their allies, some 
of whom had formerly been 
the allies of the Nazis, in 
Eastern Europe, and main- 
tained in Germany and Austria 
garrisons far in excess of those 
retained by the Western powers. 

In the face of the aggressive 
and subversive policies of the So- 
viet Government, backed by the 
threat of overwhelming force. 
The Western nations were con- 
strained to take the first steps to 
organize their self defense. The 
North Atlantic Treaty of April 
1949 was the direct consequence 
of Soviet policy and actions and, 
as it was pointed out in His Ma- 
jesty’s Government’s note of Jan. 
5, was strictly and solely defen- 
The Soviet 
Government while persisting in 
its own threatening policies, nev- 
ertheless sought to represent the 
North Atlantic Treaty as an in- 
strument of aggression and to 
mislead world opinioh as to the 
true causes of world tension by a 
campaign of so-called “peace” 
propaganda. 

Since the autumn of 1949 the 
Soviet Government has used vari- 
ous expedients to prevent the con- 
clusion of a treaty with Austria 
which would lead to the evacua- 
tion of Allied troops and the 
restoration of normal relations 
with that country, in accordance 
with the declaration of Moscow 
of Nov. 15, 1943, whereby the So- 
viet Government, together with 
His Majesty's Government, the 
United States and French Gov- 
ernments, affirmed their wish to 
see Austria re-established as a 
free and independent state. In 
the Eastern zone of Scermany the 
Soviet authorities began to build 
up a force known as the Bereit- 
schaften which is trained on mili- 
tary lines, with artillery and 
tanks. The creation of this force 
is a violation both of the Anglo- 
Soviet Treaty and of the Potsdam 
Agreement. 

In the Far East the Soviet Gov- 
ernment has applauded the action 
of Communist rebels in Malaya 
and elsewhere and in Indochina 
has openly supported them by 
recognizing them as a govern- 
ment. Final-., after the unpro- 
voked aggression of the North 
Korean forces against the Re- 
public of Korea and the sub-

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|} China, it supported the aggres- 
}sors in the United Nations and 
| Opposed all attempts to restrain 


them. 

These acts of unprovoked ag- 
gression proved to the peoples 
of the free world that Commu- 
nist imperialism will not stop at 
agitation, threats and subver- 
sion, but is ready to use force 
te obtain its ends by conquest.

McCarthyism is just about a year old in 
the United States, though its totalitarian 
principles are nothing new to Europe. It 
came to public notice here Feb. 9, 1950, when 
McCarthy, in a broadcast from Wheeling, 
W.Va., charged that the State Department 
harbored 205 Known Communists, sympa- 
thizers, fellow-travelers and spies. 

Subsequently in 1950, McCarthy, aided and 
abetted, if not actually inspired by the Chi- 
cago Tribune, created an atmosphere of sus- 
picion and disquiet. Numerous individuals 
were smeared. Ammunition was gathered 
for the November elections and fired with 
deadly effect.

Stalin Proposes Peace 


Exactly two years ago, Stalin launched his 
“peace offensive” with an interview granted to 
Kingsbury Smith of International News Service. 
Friday night, in an interview with Pravda, he 
fired another salvo in the same campaign. 

In 1949, the Stalin interview provided the 
basis for negotiations which ended in the lifting 
of the Berlin blockade. This time he chose to 
assume that a peaceful settlement of the Korean 
war is still possible. By intimating that the 
Western powers have not “finally rejected” Com- 
munist China’s appeal for negotiations, he 
seemed to be urging the opening of such negoti- 
ations, as India and other nations advocate. 

It is easy to dismiss a Stalin pronunciamento 
as mere propaganda, and Washington officials 
are busy “preparing” public opinion to accept 
this interpretation. The official attitude is that 

if Stalin wants peace, he need only lift the 
Iron Curtain, call off the Chinese Communists in 
Korea, and otherwise improve his conduct. 

The counterpart of a “peace offensive” is a 
“peace defensive,” and being on the defensive 
about peace is an ungraceful posture for the 
United States to adopt. Instead of preoccupy- 
ing ourselves entirely with moves to counter 
Stalin’s bid for the kind of peace he would like, 
we ought to have an offensive of our own in 
behalf of the kind of peace we would like. It is 
just barely possible that an area of agreement 
could be found between them. 

For two years Stalin has been posing before 
the world as the great champion of disarmament. 
He now denies that Russia is going in the oppo- 
site direction, with the highly amusing argu- 
ment that he has been expanding Russia’s civil- 
jan economy, and could not rearm at the same 
time without going bankrupt. 

As evidence of peaceful intent this leaves 
something to be desired. But is it beyond all 
possibility that more reliable evidence could be 
demanded, and perhaps obtained, if the West— 
without in any way suspending its military prep- 
arations—launched a parallel “peace offensive” 
of its own? We can never know unless we try. 

The immediate barrier to a disarmament 
agreement has been the Russian refusal to accept 
the West’s atomic control plan, coupled with the 
futility of regulating other weapons if atomic 

weapons are unregulated. President Truman, 
when he addressed the U.N. General Assembly 
last September, suggested a possible way out. He 
proposed that the U.N. search for ways of com- 
bining atomic and conventional weapons control. 

Nothing has come of this because basic ten- 
sions must first be relieved. Is it not time to 
move vigorously to relieve them? A settlement 
of the Korean conflict would go far in that 
direction. A settlement on Germany would go 
even farther. Can the United States afford to 
overlook the possibility of such settlements? 

Can we pass by the possibility that behind 
Stalin’s blustering propaganda may be a feeling 
that the Kremlin cannot now extend its power 
by military means, and that it does not wish 
to incur increasing risks of war? 

Peace is not a Soviet invention. The United 
States can hardly be less devoted to it than 
Moscow professes to. be. 
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Versatile, With Variety 

There is a local business now engaged in 
some important retooling, name of Versatile 
Variety Co., its president being Mr. Robert 
Krull, age of 16.

Supreme Court Justice Douglas told a Tucson 
(Ariz.) civic group that the force behind the un- 
rest in villages throughout Asia is not Commu- 
nism, though the Communists are quick to ex- 
ploit it. The spirit which motivates these 
poverty-stricken, disease-ridden peoples is “‘re- 
volt against oppression.” They have, said the 
jurist, “a catalogue of specific complaints such 
as we had in the Declaration of Independence.” 
In today’s Mirror of Public Opinion, Prof. How- 
ard Mumford of Harvard urges all Americans 
to return to the spirit of the Declaration. 

How better could we go back to Jefferson's 
great assertion of popular rights than by doing 
all we can as a nation to apply it where yearn- 
ing men and women now seek to free them- 
selves just as our forefathers did?

Queen Among Cities 

This year’s celebration of the 2000th birthday 
of Paris probably was thought up by the tour- 
isme people. Most Parisians know better. They 
know that, before the Romans arrived about 
50 B.C., a sizeable village had been established 
on the Ile de la Cite by the marchands de l’eau, 
those river merchants whose ship is the city’s 
seal. But right or wrong, we'll join the party. 

Few panoramas are more fascinating than that 
of Paris, pushing up gently on both sides of its 
river. As the sun sets, the Eiffel Tower rises 
through a smoky haze, flanked by Notre Dame, 
the Sacre Coeur and scores of other spires and 
domes, sacred and profane. And the day’s last 
light turns the Seine into a band of greenish 
silver, a loose ribbon holding together perhaps 
the chief glories of Western culture. 

, Even more than Rome, Paris proves that civil- 
ization grows with cities. Your village may in- 
spire a bucolic verse or two. But, as Lewis 
Mumford said, “the city is the seat of the tem- 
ple, the market, the hall of justice, the academy 
of learning. Here in the city the goods of 
civilization are multiplied and manifolded. In 
the city, time becomes visible: buildings and 
monuments and public ways, more open than 
the written record, leave an imprint upon the 
minds even of the ignorant and the indifferent.” 

That is why so many men have, quite literally, 
fallén in love with Paris. From the Butte of 
Montmartre to the crowded sewing lofts of the 
Sentier, from the fashionable displays of the 
Faubourg Saint-Honore to the markets of the 
Halles, the city appeals, in one way or another, 
to everyone. Here are great learning and re- 
ligious devotion, high art and complex politics, 
the most lavish elegance and simple living. 
Since, to a degree. all cities share the attri- 
butes of Paris, it is to be hoped that this atomie

age will not be the age of the cities’ decline 
and destruction. Let it be, instead, a great age 
for their rebuilding and refurbishing, an enter- 
prise in which Paris sets a good example. May 
all cities realize its motto: Fluctuat nec mergi- 
tur: Surround by the flood but never engulfed. 
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Sound Aid for Medical Schools 


Unanimous approval by the Senate Committee 
on Labor and Public Welfare of a bill to give 
federal aid to schools of medicine and allied 
fields augurs well for the fate of the measure 
when it finally reaches the floor of both houses 
of Congress. There could be no better news for 
the hard-pressed schools, nor for a nation which 
sorely needs more medical personnel. 

The bill is sponsored by Senators Murray of 
Montana, Hiil of Alabama, Neely of West Vir- 
ginia, Douglas of Illinois, Humphrey of Minne- 
sota, Lehman of New York and Pastore of 
Rhode Island. Their plan seems to meet the 
legitimate objections, as well as the bogeys, 
raised against federal aid. 

It provides for a federal grant to the medical 
schools of $500 for each student enrolled, with 
smalier sums provided for other kinds of 
schools. In order to encourage the necessary in- 
crease in enrollments, it would double those 
amounts for each student enrolled in excess of 
previous averages. Furthermore, it would make 
available a total of $125,000,000 to build new 
schools and teaching hospitals. 

Various safeguards are included to deter 
schools from seizing this opportunity to expand 
their enrollments so rapidly that they lower 
quality. The contributions by the Government 
could be no more than one half of total teaching 
cost per student ($500 is far less than half the 
cost in most leading American medical schools) 
and no contribution would be for expansion 
in excess of 30 per cent of the past average. 

In addition, the bill prohibits Government 


interference with curricula or administration. 


This program, in essence, is the one which has 
been recommended by medical educators and 
administrators as the best way to meet the 
urgent financial needs of the schools. At the 
same time it avoids both the pitfalls of gov- 
ernment control and problems raised by differ- 
ences in cost, size and quality among the schools. 
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Raise Your Right Hand 


John M. Eklund of Denver, president of the 
American Federation of Teachers, believes that 
the positive approach is infinitely better than 
the negative. So he proposes a teachers’ oath 
which he thinks teachers should be eager to sup- 
port. Here it is: 


I pledge myself to the unceasing search 
for truth, to the increasing of the general 
human welfare, and to the full emancipa- 
tion of the individual child, 

I shall constantly seek to serve the basic 
tenets of democracy, knowing that democ- 
racy is a way of life, not a static credo, and 
that the democratic way of life is served 
best through the challenge of social and eco- 
nomic problems as yet unconquered. 

The hysteria of fear and of prejudice 
shall not enter my classroom. In, my day- 
to-day duties I shall strive to keep alive the 
optimism of youth, positively directed and 
tempered by the experiences of humankind 
as I have found them. 


My elassroom shall be the shrine of dig- 
nity and worth of each child, their confi- 
dence shall be inviolate, their growth and 
development the motive of my job. This to 
the end that voluntary disposition and in- 
terest may supersede external control in 
our search for the good life. 

After reading these words twice and searching 
carefully for some hidden disqualification, we 
herewith report that if we were a teacher we 
could and would gladly take that pledge. 
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To Clear a Roadblock 


William B. Hamel, publisher of the Mattoon 
Daily Journal-Gazette, has written an editorial 
which deserves attention throughout Illinois. 
Entitled “Cities Deserve Better Management,” 
this editorial calls on the Illinois Legislature to 
make the most of its new opportunity to enact 
city manager enabling legislation. But still more 
important, it shows why Illinois communities 
should have the right to adopt the manager plan. 

For strange to say, communities in Illinois 
with more than 5000 people can not even try 
out the city manager system. More than 1000 
cities and towns from Virginia to California 
have put the plan in force. There are. at least 
15 city manager cities in Missouri, many more in 
Michigan, Ohio, Kansas and other states. Yet 
because the enabling legislation has never been 
passed in Illinois, the door is still closed. 

In the years ahead, federal defense costs will 
be so great that no community can afford to 
be wasteful in the administration of streets, 
sewers, police and fire protection and other local 
services. If a professional city manager, trained 
for the work and bent on an advancing career, 
can save money for a city, then its people cer- 
tainly should be free to try out the plan. As for 
what can be achieved, University City, Mo., will 
provide a lesson for Illinois cities. 

Obviously no system of government is utopia. 
But the city manager plan has many advan- 
tages over inexpert, divided, political control. 
Friends of good government in Illinois last No- 
vember surmounted the wall which so long 
blocked the road to constitutional reform. Now 
let them join in support of the city manager 
plan. No legislation could be more appropri- 


ately passed by a Republican Legislature and 


signed by a Democratic Governor! 
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Red Heretics in Italy 


Twenty-one more Communist leaders have 
quit the party in Italy, making 36 in all who 
relinquished Moscow orthodoxy to follow Valdo 
Magnani and Aldo Cucchi. © 

Magnani and Cucchi, former partisans now in 
the Chamber of Deputies, have explained them- 
selves in a 46-page manifesto. The manifesto 
says much but whether it explains anything is 
an open question. Rome observers are not sure 
whether the heretics represent a rightist trend, 
a nationalist brand of Communism along Tito 
lines, a move toward left-wing Catholicism or 
“equidistantialism.” This lovely word means 
keeping a safe distance from both Moscow and 
Washington and, implicitly, keeping out of war. 

What the manifesto says is this: the orthodox 
party thinks Communist revolution can come 
only through war, and hence is working for war 
and Soviet conquest. The dissidents believe 
that Italian workers can produce their own revo- 
lution without the Red army. Magnani went 
further at a party congress, when he was re- 
proved for saying that Italian Communists 
should fight aggression “from any side.” 

On the surface the Magnani group seems no 
less revolutionary than the conformist Commu- 
nists, and perhaps more so, since the Moscow 
line is based more on a strategy of world war 
than on the likelihood of national revolt. This 
position gives small comfort to democrats in 
Italy or elsewhere. But the sudden defection 
shows that splinters have been festering in Ital- 
ian Communism, and from the standpoint of the 
free world, the more the merrier, 
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Back to the Declaration!

Germany, which had been the greatest 
intellectual power in Europe, became the 
focus of an anti-civilization so bestial as 
to cease to be even barbaric.

On its 
crudest level, from the strip-tease girl to 
the politician who has been. slicked up 
for television, this theory assumes that 
virtue in a human being consists in giving 
pleasure to as many as possible, vice be- 
ing to offend many, because to do so is 
to break the code of good public relations. 


No Master of His Fate? 


We have but to compare the level of 
debate in the Senate over the present 
structure and conduct of the Department 
of State with the level of debate when Clay, 
Calhoun and Webster discussed constitu- 
tional theory, to see how far personality 
has become a surrogate for principle. 

There has been a change from the as- 
sumption that man is an entity sufficiently 
capable of reason to be in some measure 
master of his fate, to the assumption that 
interested motive and irrational compul- 
sion are his fate. 

The application of psychological princi- 
ples to advertising, the creation and con- 
trol of public opinion, political propa- 
ganda and the like modes of channeling 
emotion have been generally directed to 
utilitarian rather than to philosophical 
purposes, so that we now skilfully direct 
our mass media, of which magazines and 
newspapers are minor examples, upon the 
adult infantilism of the public mind. With 
the common man resistance to such dis- 
course takes the form of cynicism. 


Magicians vs. Villains 


As late as Louis Agassiz. the scientist 
thought God’s thoughts after him, but 
when John-Dewey assures us that the 
fundamentally hazardous character of the 
world is not seriously modified by mum- 
bling about universal law, the ubiquity of 
cause and effect and the uniformity of 
nature, we can only wonder how the atom 
bomb ever came into being. For our 
creative belief in progress we have sub- 
stituted the sterile notion of survival. 


If we ask why science and technology 
have brought forth a thousand benefits 
while humanism and the arts have been 
lamenting irrationality and frustration, we 
may of course declare that our culture is 
committed beyond any other in history to 
science and technology. ~ 


Government billions are poured into re- 
search, sometimes so secret that even 
Congressmen do not know what they are 
voting for. The interests of national de- 
fense are held to be so paramount that 
the question of what sort of culture we are 
defending can be held in abeyance. 


A thoughtful European of my acquain- 
tance remarked that the Americans are 
wonderful bridge-builders, but that they 
have no ideas, so that, having de- 


stroyed the fruits of Nazi philosophy, they 
have no philosophy to substitute for it. 

The scientist, in this view, is a magician 
in a white coat, and in him we have a 
profound trust, whereas the artist, the 
teacher, the novelist, the poet, the minis- 
ter, the historian are all suspicious fellows, 
impractical but dangerous, likely to fill 
the minds with subversive thoughts. 

What De Tocqueville and Bryce would 
say of the United States of the McCarran 
Act, the California oath, the FBI, the 
House Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties, the Hollywood purges and all the 
other manifestations of the pressures of 
conformity is anybody’s guess. 

I can merely quote Eleanor Roosevelt: 
“Have we really reached the point where 
we must fear to join any group because 
at some time or another a person of Com- 
munist leanings, or supposed Communist 
leanings, might also join it? That is a 
terrible thing and we should be ashamed 
of it.” -We should, indeed, be ashamed. 


The Siege Mentality 


It is not enough to be ashamed. It is 
time to return to first principles. 

The weakness of a siege mentality is that 
it is defensive, it stands still, it does not 
march forward, it has no dynamic prin- 
ciple. Inasmuch as the forces opposed to 
us in the world are forces which insist 
upon a mechanical conformity of thought, 
even at the expense of truth, and declare 
that conformity is the single virtue of the 
state, it is more important than ever to 
declare our faith in principle. 


The fundamental principles to which we 
should return are finely stated in a docu- 
ment that is, unfortunately, subversive. 
They appear in a statement by a minority 
group busily engaged in overthrowing by 
force and violence the government to 
which they owed allegiance. 

The principal writer among them was, 
not once but many times in his life, called 
a dangerous radical, an atheist, a material- 
ist, a liar, an assassin, and the friend and 
companion of liars and assassins. 


He Wrote for Reason 


Today, however, whatever he said is pi- 
ously preserved, and everything that he 
wrote is being printed in some 50 expen- 
sive volumes under the patronage of one 
of our conservative newspapers. I refer 
of course, to “The Papers of Thomas Jef- 
ferson,” and I need not say that the docu- 
ment to which I principally refer is the 
Declaration of Independence. 

This characteristic production of the 
Age of Reason assumes that men are ra- 
tional. To Jefferson and his contempo- 


_raries, in the words of one American his- 


tory, this seemed merely the common 
sense of the matter. 

It is to the timelessness of the doctrine 
IT suggest we recur if we really desire to 
challenge thought. For a cultural dynam- 
ic, for a key to unlock the door which now 
separates, or seems to separate, the cre- 
ative intelligence from general ideas, it is 
to the Declaration we must go. 


Issues in the general intellectual life of 
this country spring into rational form as 
soon as you study present” problems in 
the light of Jeffersonian theory. If it be 
said that a time of war is no time to raise 
fundamental questions, I reply that the 
Declaration was adopted during war. 

We must either halt our flight from 
reason or be content to be ruled by au- 
thority. If we cannot respect the individ- 
ual, we shall have to suffer the tyranny of 
the mass. You cannot conquer hysteria 
with cynicism. The soul of the nation, if 
it is to go marching on, requires that we 
believe in the dignity of the individual, in 
the capacity of most individuals in their 
better moments to be reasonable beings.

“Better Than Before War.” 

“Better even than it was be- 
fore the war,” a university pro- 
fessor told me. “Japanese people 
are very grateful for American 
help in rebuilding ourselves.” 


What I saw in Tokyo was re- 
inforced in Hiroshima. It is 
difficult to tell today that this 
entire area was devastated only 
five years ago by the first 
atomic bomb in history to be 
dropped upon a city. True, 
there are still some ugly scars, 
such as the famous Exhibition 
Hall Building and the discol- 
ored facade of the City Hall. 
But Hiroshima has been almost 
entirely rebuilt. 


Wide, new thoroughfares are 
in process of _ construction. 
Modern office buildings are go- 
ing up. Old trolleys are being 
replaced. Mayor Shinzo Hamai 
is busy at work carrying out 
his plan to make Hiroshima 
one of the most beautiful cities 
in the East. One of the prin- 
cipal features of the new plan 
is a large Hiroshima Peace 
Center project, which will in- 
clude a hospital, orphanage, 
community center, exhibition 
hall and an institute for the 
study of peace. 

“Many, many changes since you 
were here in 1949,” Mayor Hamai 
told me. “The psychological re- 
covery is even greater than physi- 
cal recovery. More people are 
working. More people have homes. 
The city has helped to put up 
new housing projects, like the one 
you see over there.” 

The mayor pointed to an im- 
pressive two-story new building 
development, which covered most 
of a short block. Nearby was a 
motion-picture theater showing a 
wild west film. Some 50 persons 
were queued up. 

Better Hospital Facilities. 

I was especially impressed by 
the improvement in the '‘ospital 
facilities. At Dr. Akio Asano’s hos- 
pital, for example, people are no 
longer forced to sleep on floor 
mats, as they did last year. There 
are beds and good mattresses for 
all. Dr. Asano proudly showed me 
his hew operating room and equip- 
ment and his modern sterilizers. 

The miracle drugs—penicillin, 
streptomycin, aureomycin, cloro- 
mycin and others—still are not 
available in large quantities, but 
at least it is possible to obtain suf- 
ficient quantities for the serious 
cases. I recalled the trouble we 
had to go through just a year ago 
in order to obtain from the United 
States enough streptomycin for a 
seven-year-old girl dying from

Defense against air attack mav 
be divided into two parts: the 
Static defense which tries to beat 
off enemy planes which actually 
reach our shores and the active | 
defense which tries to prevent at- | 
tacking planes from getting here 
at all. . 

The second, we must agree, is 
the more attractive form of de- 
fense if it can be made to work. 
Once enemy planes’ get here, 
some of them will drop their 
missiles, American civilians will 
be killed and American cities 
damaged to a greater or lesser 
extent. 

Static defense will include a 
radar warning net, as yet incom- 
plete, supplemented by radar 
picket ships and air patrols off 
the coast; fighter - interceptor 
squadrons of the Air Force (we 
haven’t nearly enough right now); 
anti-aircraft artillery placed near 
strategic targets; and, when they 
are developed, ground-to-air 
guided missiles. 

Civil Defense to Help. 

It will be supported by the 
civil defense organization to 
minimize the effects of enemy 
bombing. This is now getting 
under way, but is by no means 
uniformly efficient and complete. 

So, if enemy planes get here 
now or any time during the next 
couple of years, they are going to 
do a lot of damage. 

The active defense which seeks 
to prevent them arriving at all 
is quite another matter. It is not 
only in the field of naval warfare 


that Farragut’s maxim may be ap- 
plied: “The best defense against 
enemy fire is a well directed fire 
from your own guns.” The blows 
of our strategic bombers against 
enemy airfields, oil storage and 
the other installations of his air 
force can be of primary impor- 
tance in preventing him from at- 
tacking our own shores. 

Perhaps of even greater im- 
portance is to prevent the enemy 
from obtaining possession of 
bases from which he can attack 
the American continent effective- 
ly with the aircraft known to be 
at his disposal. 

Let us take Iceland for ex- 
ample: Enemy aircraft able to re- 
fuel on Iceland would be within 
reach of New York and much of 
our North Atlantic seaboard. Ice-

Foot Soldiers Needed. 


These essential positions, if they 
are to be held, must be defended 
not only by ships and planes, but 
by soldiers on the ground, armed 
with adequate weapons. 

As for defense against inva- 
sion by hostile armies, this is alto- 
gether, for the present; a matter 
of preventing a land-bound enemy 
from gaining such undisturbed ac- 
cess to the sea, with possession of 
ship-building resources and port 
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capacity, as to make it possible 
for him to build up the scale of 
sea-borne power which would be 
necessary for any thrust into the 
Americas, north or south. 

If it ever comes to the point 
where we are confronted across 
the Atlantic by wholly hostile 
shores, we shall then have to 
think in terms of Fortress Amer- 
ica—a very different situation 
from that which now affords us 
the opportunities for freedom of 
action, for a choice of where .and 


how we will fight. 

We should not lightly sacrifice 
that freedom of action, and we 
should realize how indispensable 
it is for our true defense. To re- 
duce us to static defense on this 
continent is the immediate object 


of our enemy.

O the average literate in- 
T aiviaua the name Nietzsche 
and the word Nazi have be- 
come linked perhaps beyond 
the possibility of disassocia- 
tion. Everyone knows that the 
National Socialists of Hitler's 
Germany adopted Nietzsche as 
their philosopher and promul- 
gated his conceptions of the 
will to power and the superman 
as their philosophical basis. But 
what everyone does not know is 
that to accomplish this purpose 
Nietzsche’s words had to be 
wrenched from context in what 
Prof, Kaufmann calls “one of 
the darkest pages in the his- 
tory of literary unscrupulous- 
ness.” z 
The chapter on “The Master 
Race,” in which the ‘Nazis’ use 
of Nietzsche is exposed, affords 
a fascinating but at the same 
time a shocking document. That 
the writings of anyone so vio- 
lently opposed to German Nna- 
tionalism and anti-Semitism as 
Nietzsche actually was could 
have been distorted for politi- 
cal purposes is an utterly damn- 
ing commentary on the intel- 
lectual bankruptcy of the Nazis. 
Yet that part of the story is no 
doubt familiar to the teachers 
and serious students of philoso- 
phy.

MacArthur---No Riddle 


THE RIDDLE OF MACARTHUR, by 
John Gunther.

APAN under American oc- 
Jesvation reminds John Gun- 

ther of the Spain of the dem- 
ocratic republic in the. early 
thirties, just before Franco took 
it over. As Gunther describes 
this MacArthur Japan, it will 
remind many readers of some- 
thing quite different. There is 
a strong and amazing resem- 
blance between MacArthur’s im- 
posed democracy and any Soviet 
proconsul’s imposed “people’s 
democracy.” 

In both cases, the democracy 
or the communism comes out of 
a book. MacArthur and his 
whole staff give little evidence 
of actually knowing democracy 
by- having experienced it. 
Rather as loyal  Gauleiters 
abroad they have boned up on 
official doctrine and set out 
loyally to thrust it down the 
defeated nation’s throat. The 
attitude is that the Japanese 
will take democracy, or else. 
So the inevitable question, “Will 
MacArthur's imposed democra- 
cy stick?” seems almost irrele- 
vant. No matter how closely he 
may follow the ritual and form 
of democracy, an Oriental po- 
tentate can hardly be expected 
to transmit its essence. 

Like most of Gunther's books, 
this one is something like cot- 
ton candy. It is pleasant and 
tasty, but just as you begin to 
savor it you discover there is 
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not much there. He concludes 
that MacArthur’s SCAP has 
done a splendid job adminis- 
tratively, and of this there 
seems little doubt. But he is 
understandably cagey when it 
comes to expressing a judg- 
ment as to the enduring quality 
of SCAP’s work.

T is a little difficult to un- 
| serstanc just what riddle 

there is about MacArthur. 
The book presents him clearly 
as what he is: a man of some 
military competence who has 
succeeded in making a _ good 
many people regard him as the 
greatest allround genius since 
Alexander the Great; an abso- 
lutist who has convinced him- 
self of the identity between his 
will and the people’s; a man 
born to be a king, who hadthe 
fortune to fall into circum- 
stances which made him exact- 
ly that.

LEisen- 
hower is said to have held 
forth eloquently for an hour 
on the profound reasons why 
a military man should not (ex- 
cept in extraordinary circum- 
stances) seek civilian office. 
MacArthur is supposed to have 
listened intently, and then re- 
marked: “That’s the way to 
play it, Ike.”

THE IMAGE OF A DRAWN SWORD,

HE task of the writer of 
T fantasy is one of the hardest 

in literature. To be suc- 
cessful, he must keep his ma- 
terial moving on two or more 
levels simultaneously. The 
reader’s interest in the story 
must not be sacrificed to the 
underlying meanings, and yet, 
by the end of the narrative, the 
implications must be as vivid as 
the details of the narrative and 
the truths suggested by the 
story must be imaginatively as 
acceptable as the story itself. 
Each incident and each de- 
scriptive detail must be a nec- 
essary part of a tale told and 
also a thread in the fabric of 
idea woven by the author. 


In “The Image of a Drawn 
Sword” Mr. Brooke, an English- 
man with several previous 
books and a good deal of expe- 
rience to his credit, faces this 
task of fantasy. He tells the 
story of a rather commonplace 
bank clerk, Reynard Langrish, 
who is persuaded by a neigh- 
bor, Roy Archer, to get in train- 
ing for a second enlistment in 
the army. When the date of 
enlistment comes around, Rey- 
nard backs away, not sure that 
any emergency exists and even 
a little uncertain of the reality 
of Roy himself. A short time 
later, on a walk through the 
woods, Reynard is seized by 
soldiers, compelled to live in 
camp, and is not recognized 
apparently by Archer who is 
the major in charge of the 
camp. Reynard escapes, re- 
turns home to find his house 
decaying and his mother’s dead 
body on a bed. He shoots his 
old friend Roy and makes up 
his mind to return to camp to 
face punishment for his deser- 
tion.

Brooke’s story, his imagery 
becomes clearer. The earthy 
taste of the plant that makes 
him happy on his way to camp 
is his acceptance of his place 
in man’s destiny. The image of 
the sword, entwined with a 
serpent, tattooed on the arms 
of the soldiers, is the symbol of 
violence and cunning, man's 
weapons in the existentialist 
world. And the fact that no- 
body, not even the officers or 
Roy Archer or anybody else, 
can explain the “emergency” is 
Mr. Brooke’s method of imply- 
ing, as Sartre and his followers 
do, that ultimate ends can nev- 
er be known, but only the need 
for today’s act so as to make 
tomorrow possible. 


The merit of Mr. Brooke's 
fantasy, of course, must not be 
judged by our agreement with 
this or any other interpretation 
of his tale. He writes amaz- 
ingly well, with a fullness of 
vocabulary, a sense of stylistic 
shading, and an almost poetic 
handling of detail that are the 
distinctive marks of English, as 
compared with American, writ- 
ers. He insists too often on 
Reynard’s feeling of unreality, 
but he does create a similar 
mood in the reader. The only 
serious question that can be 
raised (and one asks the same 
question of Sartre) is this: If 
the blind act alone is man’s 
duty, and if its image is a sword, 
why bother, as Mr. Brooke 
seems to do, that beechtrees 
glisten in the sun and plants 
send up delicate shoots in the 
woodland?

Prices 
were unchanged on average, and 
trading was the slowest since the 
first Saturday in December. The 
broad picture shows that stock 
market prices are only a notch 
below the average high for 1950- 
51, the best level in more than 20 
years. One new high after another 
has been set in recent months to 
continue the current bull market 
movement that started in June, 
1949. Each new high has brought 
renewed words of caution, especi- 
ally from the chartists whose ad- 
vice is based to a considerable ex- 
tent on the movement of various 
stock market averages.

All of that was reflected in this 
week’s market which gave ground 
slowly and not without a struggle.

NEW YORK, Feb. 17 (AP). 
USINESS and industry kept 
production wheels turning as 
best they could this week in 
a welter of confusion and dis- 
satisfaction over price and wage 
controls.

Strikes and raw material 
shortages forced or threatened 
idleness on tens of thousands of 
workers. Industries were just be- 
ginning to recover from the crip- 
pling walkout of railroad switch- 
men when the CIO Textile Work- 
ers Union pulled 70,000 workers 
out of the woolen and worsted 
mills in a wage dispute. It was 
the TWU’s first industry-wide 
strike in its 11 years and it in- 
volved about half of the nation’s 
wool and worsted workers. It 
closed plants that have millions 
of dollars of defense orders. The 
plants. included the American 
Woolen Co., world’s largest maker 
of woolen and worsted fabrics. 


Only a matter of hours before 
the strike, Emil Rieve, TWU 
president, and the two other la- 
bor members of the Wage Stabili- 
zation Board walked out on the 
public and industry members of 
the group. The walkout was in 
protest against a formula that 
placed a 10 per, cent ceiling on 
wage increases between Jan. 1, 
1950, and next July.

ACH spring in the training 
Fi squad of virtually every ma- 

jor league club are young 
players with scant minor league 
background who are given the 
trip to Florida, California or 
Arizona as a reward for sign- 
ing a contract or because they 
have caught the fancy of a club 
scout or observer. 

Usually these young men 
have their brief glimpses of the 
way big leaguers live and then 
catch a train or a bus for a 
minor league camp or city. 
Some of them never eat major 
league food again. But now and 
then one of these young play- 
ers, seeing that the big leaguers 
are only human, too, and be- 
lieving firmly that he can do 
what they do just as well, or 
perhaps better, quickly makes 
the jump to the majors. This 
is a great break for the young 
ball player. He misses then 
the long years of minor league 
boarding houses, busses and 
small pay. 

It also is a great break for 
the major league ball club, for 
good players are scarce and the 
unexpected addition of a hard 
hitting outfielder, a strong- 
armed pitcher or a dependable 
infielder or outfielder can make 
the difference between a drab 
season and one of accomplish- 
ment. 

There was the case of Richie 
Ashburn. He was with the 
Phillies at Clearwater as a 
green minor league _ rookie. 
Nobody spoke of him in Decem- 
ber, January or February. when 
they talked about the Phillies 
of the next season. But Ash- 
burn could run and hit and 
catch fly balls with the best of 
tnem. He stayed with the Enhil- 
lies.

Gehrmann Out, 
Fred Wilt Wins 
A.A.U. Mile Race 


NEW YORK, Feb. 17 (AP)— 
Fred Wilt captured his first big | 
mile title of the year tonight | 
when he whipped across the fin- 
ish line first in the National AAU 


Championships in 4:09.4. 

Without Don Gehrmann, his 
main tormentor, to contend with, 
Wilt won the eight-furlong race 
going away in Madison Square 
Garden before a crowd of about 
7000. 

Little John Twomey of the Illi- 
nois A.C. was second and Fred | 
Dwyer of Villanova College third. 
Twomey hung gamely on the 
F.B.I. man until they were about 
a lap and a half from home. But 
when Wilt opened up, it was no 
more contest. 

Gehrmann originally had in- 
tended to enter the 1000-yard run, 
but he was stranded in Milwaukee 
because of the wretched weather 
which blanketed the East. With 
Gehrmann, who still never has 
won an indoor AAU title out of 
#, defending champion Roscoe | 
Browne assistant dean of men at 
Morgan State College won it in 
2:14. 

He was lost in the pack until 
he was two laps from home. But 
then he shot out and won by a 
good 10 yards over Sweden's Ing- 
var Bengtsson. 

Jim Fuchs, the world’s finest 
shotputter, scored his seventy- 
fifth straight victory when he set 
a new meet mark of 57 feet 1158 
inches with the 16-pound ball.

Tom Bane of Tufts opened the 
carnival this afternoon with a new 
meet mark of 59 feet, 442 inches 
for the 35-pound shot. Bane broke 
the former record set by Irving 
Folsworth of Rhode Island State 
in 1936. 

Hugo Maiocco of the Pioneer 
Club ran perhaps his best race of 
the year when he made a success- 
ful defense of his 60-yard run 
championship in 1:12.4. Maiocco 
fought off four separate bids by 
Mal Whitfield of Cleveland, Army 
Air Force Serbeant on a 90-day 
leave from Korea.

New Calves on Farm 


Ignore Cold Weather 


By Leonard Hall 


weather here at Possum Trot farm. On a day last week 
when we had some three inches of rainfall, Perry noticed 
that one of the cows which we are feeding down at his barn 
aadn’t come up. He started 
out to search for her and 
finally found her deep in the 
woods, a long half-mile from 
the barnlot, with a fine heifer 
calf making its first attempt 
to stand on its wobbly legs. 
Perry stayed long enough to 
make certain the calf nursed, 
maintaining a respectful dis- 
tance from the calf’s mother 
since this cow has a tend- 
ency to be skittish until her 
calf is a week or so old. 
That same evening the ther- 
mometer started to drop and 
a biting wind came out of the 
northwest. 

Just before bedtime, I 
heard several cows bawling 
up at the big barn and bun- 
dled up to find out what was 

\\ the matter. And there, 

tucked well under the 

manger, was another new calf. It was still too young to 

stand, yet even in the open aisles of the barn there is protec- 

tion from the wind and warmth from the feeding cattle. It 

dropped to 3 above zero that night, yet neither calf showed 

the slightest harm from the cold and it was three days before 

the cow in the woods even brought her calf in with the rest 
of the herd. 


W E CAN safely say that our calves pay no attention to the 
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There'll be a new arrival or two every few days 
from now on and we’re hoping for mild, fairly dry 
weather. Actually, however, this seems to make little 
difference either to cow or calf. If the latter has suf- 
fered no injury in birth and manages to stand up and 
find its way to the dinner pail, you can be pretty sure 
that all is well. Once its small stomach is full of 
warm, rich milk, the vitality of the calf grows rapidly. 
For the first two or three days the cow likes to keep 
it hidden in some sunny spot in the woods or tall 
grass where it will stay quietly for hours while she is 
away feeding. After that, however, it follows her on 
long treks across the fields, doubling the distance it 
travels by racing and bucking as it goes. 
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@ ONE OF THE most interesting things on the farm is to 
watch the young animals playing; nor is the play instinct con- 
fined only to youngsters, for when they’re feeling in fine 
fettle the yearling steers and sedate old cows are as likely as 
not to join in the fun. Each evening when the herd comes 
up from the creek in single file, heading for the barn where 
their hay is in the mangers, an amusing performance takes 
place. There are 10 fall calves with the herd and another 
seven heifers from our crop of last spring. These almost 
never head directly for the barn, but pause for perhaps a 
quarter-hour in the pasture near the house. Here it almost 
seems as if they choose up sides for a butting contest, gener- 
ally in pairs but sometimes as many as a half-dozen with 
their heads together and all pushing with might and main. 
After two have fought for a while, they will gallop and cavort 
before choosing another antagonist. 
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This instinct to play shows up at times in all the 
farm animals. Early in the morning when we let the 
mares out of the barn, they race and buck and wheel 
as though to kick each other. Patsy, the colt, espe- 
cially enjoys this, and when the older animals tire, 
she will head for the fence of the bull-pen. Rufus, 
the bull, seems to know what’s coming, for he arches 
his neck and blows fiercely and butts his great head 
against the posts. Patsy reaches over and nips him 
on the back, whereupon he flicks a horn upward to 
fetch her a solid whack under the jaw. But the colt 
doesn’t mind and often the performance goes on for a 
full 10 minutes. 
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@ DAISY AND RIBBON, meanwhile, put on a bucking act. 
This, with Daisy, is mostly a matter of wheeling and rearing 
into the air. But old Ribbon has a bit of brone blood and 
bucks stiff-legged. Age seems to have little to do with this 
instinct for play, for often when we're not watching them 
Chipper and old Veronica play hide and seek through the 
‘house. Chipper generally goes tearing around at full clip, 


while the cat hides behind one piece of furniture after an- 
other, springing out to land on the cocker with all four feet. 
And even old Mike will, on occasion, tolerate a bit of foolish- 
ness from Nuisance, the tom cat. 
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@ THIS IS, in many ways, a season of frustration on the 
farm. There comes a spell of warm weather when the ground 
aries up and we make a start at any of a dozen tasks. The 
warm weather ends with rain or snow and a drop to zero 
when, especially if it is windy, work outdoors must almost be 
abandoned. So we take on some other task in the shop or 
around the toolsheds and get it about half-way along when 
the weather warms up again. Then its back to the outdoor 
task until another snow. Yet somehow the work moves for- 
ward. Fence posts are driven and wire stretched. Grass seed 
is broadcast on the snow so the next thaw will give it a 
chance to melt into the ground. And in the evenings, before 
the fire, we pore over the seed catalogues and decide that 
this season we'll try to plant no more garden than we can 
take care of in the few hours which are available when sum- 
mer comes. So farming is a busy life, even in mid-winter.

| Hadder, 2nd lieutenant, United 

States Air Force. Harold comes 
from. Richmond, Va., and talks in 
short, rapid bursts—like a man 
who hasn’t got much time. He 
is 22 years old, five feet six and 
a half inches tall and almost nev- 
er sits still. He has been married 
half a year, makes $430.75 a 
month but usually works sever 
days a week and often doesn’t 
get home all night. 

Harold may be an important 
man in Ri life—perhaps the 
most important. He is a jet pilot 
in the sixty-first squadron of the 
Fifty-sixth Fighter Interceptor

of Lake St. Clair, about 30 miles 
north of Detroit. It Stalin should 
decide to send off a flight of 
bombers tonight to destroy St. 
Louis, it will be Harold’s job to 
shoot them down before they 
reach the target. 

He is the man between you and 
the A-bomb. 

Harold, of course, is not alone. 
The morning I met him in the 
operations shack he was on 24- 
hour alert with three other lieu- 
tenants. They went on duty at 
8 a.m. and would not leave the 
shack until 8 a.m. the following 
day. With Harold was Sam Groe- 
ning of New Orleans, who is 22, 
of beefy build and used to be a 
paratrooper. There was Dayton 
(“Rags”) Ragland, 22, of Kansas, 
City, Mo.—the outfit’s only Negro 
pilot. He made the grade by an 
inch because he’s only five foot 
five and minimum height for a 
jet fighter is five foot four.

This is the F-86, the hottest op- 
erational craft in the Air Force, 
the plane that has given the 
Russian MIG-15 more than a run 
for its money in Korea.

The men are at the planes 
now. It’s tricky to scramble up 
the slick fuselage into the ship’s 
single seat, but these boys would 
kAow the angles of each foothold 
in their sleep. 

Now the motors are roaring. 
An F-86 engine develops speeds 
close tod 700 miles per hour, but 
it has no pistons, no cylinders 
and needs no warmup.

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GCI operator. He hands it to the 
lead pilot, runs over to the No. 
2 plane and tells that pilot what 
the message said—just in case. 

Now they’re off. Total time 
elapsed since the phone rang: 
about six minutes. 

That’s what would happen to 
one alert crew of one intercep- 
tor squadron in case of an atomic 
attack. Naturally, there are other 
alert crews and other squadrons. 
Officers don’t care to say how 
many and probably that’s just as 
well. However, it’s no secret 
that the group Harold and his 
crew call home has two other 
squadrons dispersed over this 
area studded with prime indus- 
trial targets. One is at Oscoda 
Air: Base near Port Huron, Mich.., 
and the other at O’Hare Inter- 
national Airport, Chicago. 

All three squadrons do a lot 
of flying. Hops to Los Angeles, 
El Paso or Mobile hardly make 
them miss a meal, and they’ve 
often landed at Scott Air Base, 
Ill., about 45 minutes after leav- 
ing home, 480 miles away. 

Every aircraft crossing the Ca- 
nadian border must file a flight 
plan under a new crackdown of 
the Civil Aeronautics Authority. 
If one doesn’t, Harold and his 
friends zoom upstairs to look it 
over. They’ve also had plenty of 
opportunity to intercept simu- 
lated enemy raids that may ap- 
proach their territory from any 
direction. Last week they par- 
ticipated in;a 2l-state air defense 
exercise involving a total of 3000 
sorties by bombers and fighters 
throughout the northeastern 
United States. 

You can’t watch these maneu- 
vers. You can’t even hear them. 
They may take place 40,000 feet 
or more above the ground, above 
vast layers of clouds or in the 
gloomy blanket of darkness. 
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F COURSE, the Air Force 

doesn’t claim it can stop a 

Russian raid in fits tracks. In 
fact, Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, 
its chief of staff, said only a few 
days ago that his men could de- 
stroy at best some 30 per cent of 
an attacking force. 

But at least the protective net 
of jet coverage over our heads is 
growing slowly tighter. To date 
there has been only a Western 
Air Defense Force at Hamilton 
Air Force Base, San Rafael, Calif., 
and an Eastern Air Defense Force 
at Stewart Air Force Base near 
Newburgh, N.Y. Selfridge Field 
is the westernmost outpost of the 
latter. 

Beginning in March a Central 
Air Defense Force will open shop 
at Grandview, Mo. Protection of 
the greater St. Louis: area, in- 
cluding western and Central ILli- 
nois, will be part of this new 
headquarter’s job. 

Meanwhile, Harold’s Fifty-sixth 
Interceptor Group holds up an 
aerial umbrella over the entire 
Midwest, including, for instance, 
the Soo locks connecting Lake 
Superior and Lake Huron at Sault 
Ste. Marie, Mich. Nearly every 
ton of iron ore used in this coun- 
try passes through these locks. 
You can be sure the Fifty-sixth 
is keeping a steady eye on them. 

How do our youthful jet pilots 
bear up under this crushing re- 
sponsibility? 

I asked that question of Col. 
Francis S. Gabreski, the 3l-year- 
old commanding officer of the 
Fifty-sixth Group. Col. Gabreski 
has every reason to know fighter 
pilots. He was one himself in 
World War II, credited with de-

Jets are in the colonel’s blood. 
Even his 2-year-old son Donnie, 
cries, “Jet, jet!” at anything he 
sees moving in the air. 

When I caught up with Col. 
Gabreski, he was sitting momen- 
tarily on his desk, wearing over- 
coat and cap and puffing on a 
freshly lit cigar. Like nearly 
everybody else around here, he 
was ready to dash off someplace. 


“Others in the service look at 
their duties as work,” he told me. 
“These boys don’t. They’re keen 
even while they’re waiting be- 
cause they know anything can 
happen any time. They’re tem- 
peramental, spontaneous individ- 
uals. That’s what we want—a 
guy with plenty of drive who 
doesn’t worry about the guns of 
that bomber when he’s got to get 
at it.” 

How does jet flying differ from 
the leisurely ways of the late war 
when pilots puttered around at 
350 miles per hour? 

“It’s fast, of course, and more 
complicated,” the colonel said 
between puffs on the cigar. “We 
can’t afford to make mistakes I 
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used to make. I used to have 
plenty of fuel. I’d put the throt- 
tle back and cut down fuel con- 
sumption while I was looking for 
a place to land. In the jets, if 
you slow down, fuel consumption 
goes way up. When you're ready 
to come down the field’s got to 
be .there. 

“We're working toward an all- 
weather Air Force. When visibil- 
ity is half a mile and birds aren't 
flying—we must fly. That’s why 
we put the boys in those two-seat- 
er T-33 jet trainers where they 
fly 500 miles per hour for two 
hours at a time with a dark hood 
over their heads—just on instru- 
ments.” 

Are they serious about this job 
they’ve got to do here? “Well, 
these boys never work. They al- 
ways play at it. But they feel 
they’re protecting their own per- 
sonal interest when they're up in 
the air and know, ‘It’s me now 
and nobody else.’ 

“That’s about as serious as you 
can get.” 

Meeting Harold Hadder as he 
is pulling an alert at the opera- 
tions shack you gather what the 
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colonel is driving at. Harold al- 
ways was crazy about flying. He 
first flew with the Civil Air Pa- 
trol while still at Thomas Dale 
High School, Chester, Va. After 
a short stay at Virginia Military 
Institute he took a job with the 
du Pont Co. near Richmond, 
You’ve got to be 20 before you 
can go to jet school, and it wasn't 
long after Harold's 20th birthday 
that he showed up at Williams 
Air Force Base, Chandler, Ariz. 
Sam Groening, “Rags” Ragland 
and Henry Batease, the other 
pilots who were on alert with 
him, were in his class. All four 


. graduated in the class of May, 


1950, but only Batease was old 
enough to vote when they began 
training. 

x * * 

IKE nearly two-thirds of the 

men in his squadron, Harold 

got married not long ago. Jet 
pilots are in demand, and as the 
dwindling band of bachelors likes 
to say, “We lost a couple of more 
the other day.” 

Harold never smokes. He is a 
party drinker—a fifth of whisky 
lasts him a month or more. He 
isn’t superstitious, perhaps be- 
cause he doesn’t have time to 
touch wood when he’s about to go 
up in his Sabre. There are too 
many other things to think about. 
Things like bringing down a jet 
with the power of a locomotive 
when youre 50 feet from the 
runway and still can’t see the 
ground because of foul weather. 

Of course Harold knows he 
might get killed before he ever 
sees action. He talks about the 
possibility, matter-of-factly, as 
“buying the farm.” It’s a phrase 
that became popular with pilots 
after the war when a good mzcny 
widows used the $10,000 G.I. life 
insurance left by their husbands 
to buy a place in the country 
and raise chickens. 

The Hadders think they were 
lucky to get a two-room apart- 
ment with a folding bed in near- 
by Mount Clemens (pop. 15,000) 
for $75 a month plus gas. Other 
men in his outfit pay $125 a 
month and more for housing plus 
bills for utilities. Some have a 
commuter’s round-trip of 50 miles 
a day and, like nearly everywhere 
else, most landlords are not fond 
of youngsters. 

Harold’s second lieutenant’s 
wages break down into $213.75 
monthly base pay, $100 flight pay, 
$75 housing allowance for living 
off the post and $42 subsistence 
allowance. He pays income taxes 
like any civilian and whenever 
he wants to take out commercial 
life insurance he is _ charged 
about double the normal rates. 


when he’s 40,000 feet up in 

the sky, chasing an unidenti- 
fied aircraft? Very little except 
the business at hand. It’s quiet up 
there. You don’t get the sensa- 
tion of extraordinary speed ex- 
cept when you zip by a cloud. 

Harold and his buddies don't 
have much off-duty time. One 
Sunday off within two months 
is not unusual and recently one 
pilot worked for 15 straight days 
without seeing his wife in town. 
Nevertheless, Harold found time 
to attend a psychology course 
given at the base by the extension 
service of Wayne University. 

But many of the men in the 
sixty-first squadron spend their 
spare time flying. Why? For 
one thing, most of them know 
they won’t stay at Selfridge for- 
ever. A jet pilot is supposed to 
have one year with a tactical out- 
fit before he is eligible for com- 
bat duty, and some boys have 
gone from here directly to Korea. 
A while back there were two 
openings for duty in Korea. 
Around here they refer to these 
hot spots as “openings” the way 
civilians talk about openings for 
a vice presidency in a fat cor- 
poration. Ten men volunteered 
for the two available jobs. 

But the real reason why jet 
pilots fly when they might be 
boasting of their talents in the 
corner bar is simply that they 
like flying better than anything 
else. They don’t talk about it 
much, but you could sense their 
restlessness the day I met them. 
The runways were covered with 
thick coats of ice and there were 
no sorties. There was a young 
captain staring through the frost- 
fogged window at the 15 Sabres 
on the flight line. 

“I’m crazy about these ships,” 
he said, “IT! miss dinner anytime

Any young man or woman of 
ordinary intelligence, who is 
morally sound, open and above- 
board in human dealings, not 
afraid of work, prepared to play 
the game fairly and squarely and 
keep everlastingly at it, can suc- 
ceed in spite of handicaps and 
obstacles.

I had no material inheritance 
to give me a start.

There were many golden-rule 
stores, doing many types of busi- 
ness throughout the West. But 
the name was a poignant link for 
me with my father’s and mother’s 
ideals and injunctions. For me 
it had the creative meaning of 
one of the most fundamental laws 
that can be expressed in words. 


Having made a point of a new 
Store by. opening up at sunrise 
on the first day, my wife and I 
then ‘settled on an opening of 
7 am. Closing time was when 
no ‘more people in the streets 
seemed to be heading for the 
store. 
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OR a long time there was no 

thought of attending church. 

We accepted Sunday as-a par- 
ticularly busy time in the store. 
On Sunday sheep ranchers could 
take the time to drive into town. 
Miners who worked six days a 
week, had time to enjoy leisurely 
shopping. 

Nudged in the conscience of 
my Baptist upbringing for work- 
ing on the seventh day, I soothed 
it with the authority of Jesus’s 
rejoinder to the Pharisees, 
“Wherefore it is lawful to do 
well on the sabbath.” I am 
afraid the fact is that, while I 
did set high standards for- deal- 
ing with the public, my mind in 
those days was solely on doing 
business, Sundays as well as all 
the other days. 

After the first novelty of the 
Golden Rule store wore off, it 
was not unusual to hear it said 
in the streets that J. C. Penney 
was money mad. 

It is true we made money. We 
were there to build the business 
to healthy strength. It is also true 
that we took our slogan “Golden 
Rule Store” with strict literalness. 

Our i¢ea was to make money 
and build business through serv- 
ing the community with fair deal- 
ing and honest value. The neces- 
sities of the community dictated 
our action. I like to remember 
that, if a few employes did not 
continue with us, because they 
found J. C. Penney too hard to 
work for or were not in sympathy 
with our goal, many others who 
were at Kemmerer with us then 
stayed to grow up as associates. 

The partnership idea was al- 
ways the lifeblood of our enter- 
prise. Each manager-partner 
took on the training of a man 
who could go out and open a new 
store under our principles. Thus, 
we forged not just a chain of 
stores but a chain of men. 

From the outset new stores had 
been financed as a rule directly 
out of immediate earnings of ex- 
isting stores. Yet I have found 
it wise always to look on ryles as 
guides, rather than as shackles. 
My own one third interest in the 
store at Kemmerer had been 
bought by money which in large 
part was borrowed. It had con- 
veyed an important lesson to me 
in the value of bank credits. 

As the business grew and pros- 
pered, problems of expansion in- 
dicated increasingly that the vol- 
ume of personal credit was going 
to be insufficient. We had proved 
our philosophy—that the right 
ané best way to make money is 
as a by-product of making men; 
that men are effectively made by 
the responsibility they carry as 
manager-partners. 

We came to a point at which, 
after sound legal advice, the man- 
agers themselves proposed that 
they should entrust to me, as sure- 
ty for whatever credits I deemed 
necessary from the banks, all that 
they owned in the stores. This, 
for most of them, was all they 
I still re- 
gard this as perhaps the greatest 
tribute people have ever paid me.

HE experts could not have 

been more wrong. The stu- 

dents at Sarajevo literally set 
the world afire. 

Gavrilo Princip was one of nine 
children born to a poor peasant 
family in- the Bosnian village of 
Grahova. Six died, and as one of 
three survivors he turned out to 
be rather small and weak for that 
section of tough rawboned moun- 
taineers. All of the children had 
to take care of their own school- 
ing. Yet one brother became a 
doctor, the other a mayor, Gavrilo 
became history. 

As a boy he was not given to 
idle play. He spent many hours 
searching for the unmarked grave 
of a Balkan patriot—one Bogdan 
Zerajic. “He was my first leader,” 
he said later. “Since I was 17 I 
have spent many whole nights at 
his grave reflecting on our un- 
happy fate and meditating upon 
him. It was there that I vowed 
to do this thing... .” Thus the 
Pauper. 

The Prince was Francis Ferdi- 
nand, Highness Royal and Im- 
perial. Normally the eldest son 
of the Emperor’s third brother 
does not carry much prestige in 
court circles. But Francis Joseph 
had ascended the throne of Aus- 
tria in 1848 and was outliving nof 
only his contemporaries but most 
of his heirs. By the turn of the 
century Francis Ferdinand was 
next in line. 

To the Balkan patriots he was 
not a man but a symbol. Had 
he been less the man his fate 
might have been otherwise. Not 
only did he have his own ideas 
of politics but also of love and 
marriage. “If one of my posi- 
tion loves somebody,” he confided 
to his physician, Dr. Victor Eisen- 
menger, “‘some trifle in her family 
tree which makes a marriage im- 
possible is sure to be found, so 
it comes about that with us man 
and wife as always related to each 
other at least twenty times over. 
The result is that half of the chil- 
dren are idiots and epileptics.” 

Seeking a mate outside the 
crisscrossing blood lines of roy- 
alty was something that had never 
been attempted in the thousand 
years of the Habsburg family 
tree. However, while visiting his 
cousins, the Archduke Frederick 
and the Archduchess Isabella at 
Pressburg, he met and wooed a 
lady-in-waiting, the Countess 
Sophie Chotek, daughter of an 
ancient but impoverished Bohe- 
mian family. The Habsburgs were 
horrified. The woman could only 
be a social climber who would 
insist on honors reserved for the 
blood royal. The match was un- 
thinkable. 

“I have at least found a woman 
whom I love and who is suited to 
me,” said the Prince. 

They married despite continued 
opposition. "

AME 1914 and the Emperor 
( craered his heir and nephew 

represent him at the June ma- 
neuvers of the Austrian army at 
Sarajevo, capital of the province 
of Bosnia. 

Bosnia and the adjoining prov- 
ince of Herzegovina had been an- 
nexed to Austria in 1908, much 
to the annoyance of the neighbor- 
ing kingdom of the Serbs. The 
two provinces were about the size 
of West Virginia, with a popula- 
tion of 2,000,000. The majority 
of their peasants were Slavs, who 
felt themselves closer to the Serbs 
and the Russians than to the Ger- 
man and Hungarians of the dual 
monarchy. Several young men, 
Princip among them, were given 
to brooding over the _ political 
yoke which had been fastened 
about their necks. Many fled to 
neighboring Serbia, where they 
could get a better chance at edu- 
cation. It was among this group 
of student exiles that the idea of 
an assassination as an act that 
would free their homeland was 
always present. The trial testi- 
mony of Nedjelko Carbrinovic, 
who with Princip was one of the 
principal conspirators, showed 
how a newspaper clipping crystal 
lized their ideas: 

Q: When did the idea of the 
attempt come to you? 

A: It did not come to me direct- 
ly. I received a newspaper clip- 
ping in a plain envelope. 

Q: From where was it sent? 

A: I do not know. It could not 
be read, but the stamp had the 
likeness of Francis Joseph. 

Q: What did it say? 

A: “The Archduke, heir to the 
throne, accompanied by his wife, 
will go to Sarajevo and will be 
present at the maneuvers.” Noth- 
ing more. 

Q: Where did you get this clip- 
ping? 

A: During work. I read it, put 
it in my pocket, and went about 
my work. I made no answer. 

Q: Was there anything written 
on the clipping? 

A: The word “Greetings.” ... I 
did not attach special importance 
to the news ... although I had 
the idea of the attempt. I did not 
think it was going to play such 
a important role in my life. 

‘Cabrinovic went to a cafe at 
noon and met nineteen-year-old 
Princip. While kings and minis- 
ters strove to chart the fate of 
Europe, the fate of the world 
rested in the heads of two stu- 
dents whispering in a Belgrade 
coffee house. 

According to Cabrinovic, the 
following events took place: “I 
approached Ciganovic, a railway 
employe ... told him what we 
intended and asked for arms. He 
said, ‘We shall see.’ . . . He got 
bombs and revolvers for us. In 
June we were told to take a cer- 
tain route to the border. ... At 
Klenak I asked whether we could 
pass unobserved. They wanted to 
know why. I said we had good 
reasons. We had a letter to the 
captain of the frontier guards at 
Loznica. We told him we were 
students but did not give our 
names. He asked where we were

going but we had taken an oath 
of secrecy. ... We only said to 
Bosnia. We told him we wanted 
to avoid the gendarmes.... He 
called up a customs officer who 
said it would be unsafe to go by 
the regular posts. He turned us 
over to some peasants who did a 
bit of smuggling in vodka and to- 
bacco. They took us across the 
river in a shallow place.... We 
had our arms in a sack to keep 
them dry. Once we saw the tracks 
of gendarmes’ boots and after 
that we moved only in the 
Oe sce 

In Belgrade the clandestine 
movements were duly reported by 
the secret police. Luba Jovanovic, 
who was Minister of Education in 
the Serbian government of the 
time, has told how at the end of 
May 1914 Prime Minister Pasic 
summoned the cabinet and said, 
“There were people who were 
preparing to go to Sarajevo to 
kill Francis Ferdinand who was 
to be solemnly received there on 
St. Vitus day, June 28.” The cab- 
inet agreed that Pasic should in- 
struct the frontier guards on the 
Drina to deny crossing to the 
youths who were known to have 
left Belgrade. “However,” said 
Jovanavic, “the guards reported 
to us that the order had reached 
them too late, and that the young 
men had already got across.” 

To keep the record straight, 

the Serbian minister in Vienna 
called on the Austrian minister 
for Bosnia, Count Bilinski, and 
informed him that the presence 
of the Archduke at the army ma- 
neuvers might prompt disaffected 
Serbian youths to attempt his life. 
Bilinski had his own reasons for 
doing nothing about the warning. 
Francis Ferdinand had not offi- 
cially notified him that he was 
going to Sarajevo. So officially 
Bilinski, who belonged to a party 
which was hostile to the Arch- 
duke’s dynastic ambitions, knew 
nothing of. the visit. 
‘ The indifference of the respon- 
sible authorities in Vienna could 
be traced to their enmity for the 
heir apparent, based on his mar- 
riage and his hints that most of 
the office-holders would be out 
of power once he took the throne. 
So the warnings were ignored. 

Recently a world-reporter re- 
ferred to Sarajevo as “a mud- 
caked primitive Village.” Nothing 
could be farther from the truth. 
A city of some 50,000, its streets 
and its houses were of white- 
washed stucco with  red-tiled 


roofs.

OT a single soldier stood on 
N tire route of the Archduke’s 

procession. Instead all stu- 
dents were ordered to return to 
their birthplace. Few obeyed, for 
carfare was lacking. As a result, 
Sarajevo on the eve of St. Vitus 
day swarmed with young patriots. 

Princip and his fellow students 
drifted into town. There were 
six in all, and they took their or- 
ders from a youth named Danilo 
Ilic. He passed out the bombs 
and revolvers, and little vials of 
prussic acid to be swallowed after 
the deed was done. Few of the 
group had ever held a gun before. 
The trigger mechanism had to be 
explained. So did the bombs, 
which had to be set off by knock- 
ing their sides against something 
hard and tossing them into the 
air. 

The twenty-eighth dawned fair 
and warm. The crowds were in 
the street early. Bells tolled the 
requiem at the orthodox churches, 
and mass at the Catholic cathe- 
dral. 

Governor-Marshal Potiorek was 
up early. It was a great day in 
his life. For at least half of it 
he would sit next to the future 
Emperor and his wife. If all went 
well the very least that would be 
forthcoming would be a decora- 
tion, if not a promotion. To fore- 
stall any trouble he had posted a 
handful of police agents at the 
old imperial bridge, where Zerajic 
had made a futile attempt in 
1910. 

As the crowd gathered along 
the route, Danilo Ilic assigned 
his crew. They carried bombs 
hooked to their belts and hidden 
by their coats. Four, including 
Cabrinovic, were placed ahead 
of Princip.

At the outskirts of the city they 
were met by a military escort—a 
sergeant on a motorcycle. He sa- 
luted, turned his machine around 
and raced off to scatter the 
crowd. The second car closed 
distance and the entry began. 

It was colorful. The red fezzes 
and the veiled Moslem women 
seemed to fascinate the Arch- 
duchess. Here and there children 
dashed across the road, and am- 
ateur photographers jumped out 
to take snapshots. Ferdinand mur- 
mured something about the lack 
of discipline and Potiorek 
flushed. 

Meanwhile the procession had 
gone past the first two of the 
would-be-assassins, who stood root- 
ed to the spot, overawed at sight 
of their victim’s towering green- 
feathered military helmet. 

Ahead were the College Bridge, 
the Bank of Austria-Hungary, 
and the military barracks. Potio- 
rek was dutifully pointing out the 
establishments, when there was 
a crack like a circusmaster’s whip. 
It was Cabrinovic, who tapped his 
bomb on the stone wall of the 
quay. Something black whizzed 
through the air over the Gov- 
ernor’s head.

Clues were not hard to find, how- 
ever, and within a week all but 
one of his fellow conspirators 
were in custody. 

The experiences of one Trifko 
Grabezh were more or less typi- 
cal of the group. The boy man- 
aged to smuggle out a letter to 
his father which read: “I suffer, 
I and my companions, as many 
tortures as there are stars in the 
sky from east to west.” 


One month after Sarajevo the 
cataclysm of World War I began. 
So vast was its sweep that the 
trial and fate of the students re- 
ceived little notice. 


In a spate of propaganda and 
myth that poured forth from the 
presses of both sides, it was all 
but forgotten that the crime of 
Sarajevo was a crime of collegi- 
ans, that Princfp and Cabrinovic 
were only nineteen. Of the re- 
maining twenty who were pret 
to trial only three were old 
enough to hang; the rest ranged 
from sixteen to eighteen. To make 
sure that there would be no error, 
Austrian Foreign Minister Berch- 
told sent a secret note to Minister 
Bilinski setting forth the require- 
ments for a verdict of guilty and 
a swift sentence. 

The trial lasted twelve days. 
There was no jury but a bench of 
five judges, headed by Alois de 
Curinaldi, who was polite, patient, 
and, judging by the trial record, 
curious to discover the why and 
how of the conspiracy. Photo- 
graphs of the courtroom reveal 
striped wallpaper, an iron stove, 
a large oval mirror in a heavy gilt 
frame, a kerosene lamp hanging 
from the ceiling by a brass chain. 
Windows were draped with chintz. 
It was more like a schoolroom 
than a court. 

There was no fanfare. Only a 
few guards were present besides 
the accused, the prosecutor, and 
the defense counsel. 

The judge was patient. The ac- 
cused were allowed to say any- 
thing they pleased, since the ver- 
dict was already ordered from 
Vienna.

RINCIP, Cabrinovic and Grae 

bezh were given 20 years’ im- 

prisonment, with the added 
stipulation of one day of fasting 
each month and the anniversary 
of June 28 to be spent in a dun- 
geon. Three of the older accused, 
including Ilic, were to hang, and 
the remaining sentences ranged 
from three to 20 years. The Aus- 
trian jailers boasted that none 
would live to see the end of the 
war. They knew that there were 
other ways of dying in prison be- 
sides hanging. 

Princip and his companions were 
taken to the eighteenth century 
fortress of Theresienstadt. The 
cells were dark, windowless 
vaults. The stone walls oozed 
dampness from the garrison 
sewer a short distance away. It 
was a living grave in which Prin- 
cip and his fellows were kept in 
hand- and leg-irons, each to his 
own cell, cut off from human 
companionship, faced by a silent 
sentry with fixed bayonet. Prin- 
cip’s broken rib had never been 
attended to and his arm had been 
fractured as well. Tuberculosis 
set in. He coughed day and 
night, and began to talk to: him- 
self. On June 28, 1915, he ‘was 
taken to another cell—scarcely 
worse than the regular one, for 
such would be hard to find—~— 
and chained to the wall. While 
the war raged with unabated fury, 
the three youths were made to 
pay. Not in their wildest dreams 
could they have anticipated such 
— consequences of their 
a 

Twice Princip tried to hang 
himself with a towel, and twice 
he failed. By 1916 he was taken 
to the hospital. His arm was 
rotting away and surgeons am- 
putated his hand. Then he went 
back to his cell where handcuffs 
were useless and only his legs 
could be hobbled. He lasted until 
April 1918, when his lungs be- 
came infected. Cabrinovic and 
Grabezh were already dead, as 
were all four of their fellows. 
Princip was buried in a field in 
the dead of night. The displaced 
earth was carried away so that 
no trace would remain of the 
grave. However, one of the burial 
party was a Slav, who memorized 
the details of the scene. When 
the war was over he led the way 
to an unmarked lot and when 
they found a corpse with a missing 
hand they knew it was Princip. 

His body and those of his 
fellows were borne in honor to 
Sarajevo and placed in a sp®cial 
vault at the crest of the city cem- 
etery.

The musical devices 
are simple—the repetition of sin-. 
‘ster chords, descending chro- 
matic figures in the bass, tremo- 
tando strings—but the appropri- 
zte atmosphere is established. 

In ‘the drinking scene, which 
is periodically interrupted by the 
materialization (for Macbeth) of 
Sanquo’s ghost, Lady Macbeth 
opens with a tripping melody that 
seems light hearted to the point 
of naivete. It would serve as 
well for a lawn party; but it Is 
2 skillful dramatic stroke nonethe- 
less for it makes a striking con- 
trast with Macbeth’s perturbation 
rising to a climax of terror, when 
he sees the “gory locks” of the 
man whose murder he has insti- 
gated. It also forms the basis of 
an effective ensemble piece for 
principals and chorus.

IN THE VERSION which the 
Opera Guild will put on a num- 
ber of scenes have been cut. 
Quite enough has been preserved, 
however, to keep the dramatic 
line intact and these will include 
the scene with the witches on the 
heath, the murder and its subse- 
quent discovery, the banquet 
scene as mentioned, the famous 
sleep walking scene, the appar!- 
tion scene in which the ghosts of 
the eight kings appear and the 
final battle scene. 

Karl Zytowski’s English version 
is not a direct translation of 
Francesco Piave’s libretto, but 
represents an attempt to fit the 
original Shakespearean text to 
the music wherever possible. It 
isn’t always possible. Many of the 
big speeches are omitted alto- 
gether. The famous passage which 
begins “Out, out brief candle” is 
reduced to a simple: “What is 
life? It is a tale told by an idiot. 
In other instances Zytowski has 
had to invert or paraphrase the 
original Shakespeare to synchro- 
nize it with the music and occa- 
sionally he has added or sub- 
tracted a note in the vocal line 
though withoyt impairing the 
musical sense. — 

Zytowski has also provided a 
new and reduced orchestration. 

The Opera Guild is now busily 
at work on “Macbeth” under the 
direction of Bernard Ferguson. 
The Guild directors are also bus- 
ily engaged in rounding up new 
members. They have a strong 
selling argument in the novelty 
of this season’s program. Besides 
Macbeth the Guild will produce 
Offeribach’s “Tales of Hoffman.

House Drain Troubles. | 


T seems that there are a lot of | 


awful lot of noise each time water | 


flows down the drain. Others act 
as df they were clogged up and 
some act fine but give off an un- 
pleasant odor. Well, one cause 
for this trouble is the fact that 
the section of the vent stack that 
sicks through the roof of the 


house has become clogged with 


frost. | 
The purpose of this pipe through | 
the roof is to allow the gases in 
the drain line to escape and also 
to prevent vacuums, suction and 
whatnot forming in the lines. 
When this opening becomes 
clogged with frost, things start 


happening. The frost that causes 
all the trouble is the result of 
water vapor in the lines flowing 
upward and then turning into 
solids when it strikes the cold 
outside air. So much for the 
explanation. As for the cure, you

With this set-up, even if 
frost does form inside the line 
there will still be enough room 
for air to flow through. 

If your plumbing system does 
not seem to be all that it could 
be, check this opening in the vent 
stack before you start having 
septic tanks cleaned out or new 
sewer lines installed.

She was vice president of education of the National 
Council of Jewish Women, St. Louis section, from 1946 
through 1948, and became president the following year.

Missouri, probably, by its 


own request, one of the least | 


publicized of the patriot groups, 
will forego its reluctance this 
spring for the good of a cause. 
Two years ago, with funds do- 
nated by Miss Mary Reber, a 
member, who recently gave a 
library to Washington Univer- 
sity Medical School, the society 
purchased Bolduc House in Ste. 
Genevieve, Mo., one of the old- 
est houses in the Mississippi 
Valley. They plan to -restore 
it to its original condition. The 
purpose is two-fold—to create 
a museum which will give its 
viewers an authentic picture of 
Ste. Genevieve life in 1785— 
the approximate date, accord- 
ing to Missouri historians, of 
the building of the house—and 
to provide a state-wide project, 
which will take years to com- 
plete, for the Colonial Dames. 


As a means to that end a se- 
ries of historic exhibits, in con- 
junction with a short house 
tour, will be held April 6 and 7. 
For the sum of $2.00 those in- 
terested may see the interiors 
of six St. Louis houses and an 
‘herb garden at Washington Uni- 
versity, and in each house will 
be shown one of the following 
collections: heirlooms consid- 
ered rare and beautiful; china, 
dolls, silver, quilts and rare 
lamps and early Missouri items. 
Some of the collections belong 
in the families of members, 
others are being loaned. The 
hours on both days are ftom 
10 o’clock in the morning until 
5 in the afternoon. 


The heirlooms will be shown 
at the home of Dr. and Mrs. 
Robert W. Bartlett, 11 Washing- 
ton terrace; china at Dr. and 
Mrs. Edward Vernon Mastin’s 
home, 40 Portland place: dolls 
at the William A. McDonnell 
home, 32 Brentmoor Park, Clay- 
ton; silver at Mr. and Mrs. Ed- 
gar E. Rand’s house, 50 Over- 
hills drive, Ladue; rare lamps 
and Missouri items at the John 
Allan Love home, 9630 Ladue 
road, and quilts at Mr. and Mrs. 
Monroe H. Rodemyer's home, 5 
Brentmoor Park. A committee 
is in charge of each house ex- 
hibit and already each is gath- 
ering material for an elaborate 
collection. 


Bolduc House, on Ste. Gene- 
vieve’s South Main street, is a 
one-and-one-half story § struc- 
ture built of native stone and 
hand-made clapboards, with a 
massive chimney and galleries 
all the way around except where 
a stone lean-to kitchen juts out. 
It is said to be the least changed 
of any of the old French houses 
in the community. One of the 
few major restorations made by 
the society to date is the re- 
building of an exterior stairway 
torn away years ago, and the 
removal of walls enclosing part 
of the gallery. 

The original owner of the 
house was Louis Bolduc (1734- 
1815), a prominent merchant

Holly Trees Here Come Through 
Bad Weather With Little Damage 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 

This winter, with its fluctuating 
temperatures, has been a trying 
period for broad-leaved ever- 
greens. However, there is one 
evergreen that has come through 
with flying colors, and that is 
the holly. Most hollies are show- 
ing little evidence of damage. 

It is good to know that the 
holly is so hardy. This aristo- 
cratic tree, usually associated with 
the Christmas season, is a delight 
at any time of year. 

It was the English holly (Ilex 
aqifolium) that became known as 
the “holy tree,” or Christ-thorn. 
It has glossy, deep green leaves, 
and its berries are larger and 
more profuse than those of our 
American holly (I. opaca). 

There are many different varie- 
ties of this European holly. The 
Van Tol, or Dutch form, is a 
fruitful strain which is frequently 
planted in holly orchards in 
Washington and Oregon. Some 
other varieties have variegated 
foliage, with white or yellow mar- 
gins on the leaves. 

Although these lovely European 
hollies are not usually hardy in 
this area, a few plants have man- 
aged to survive. F. O. Reh has 
some handsome young seedlings 
in his garden near Belleville, Ill. 
These trees grew from berries 
planted about eight years ago, 
and now are from three to six 
feet tall. They are protected with 
a heavy mulch—first with sheep 
manure, and then with a deep 
layer of sawdust. As a result, the 
plants came through the Decem- 
ber freezes in fine shape, Reh 
Says, and as yet show no evidence 
of any foliage burn. 
The Chinese holly tends to 
grow like a buxom bush from 10 
to 15 feet tall. It is appropri- 
ately named “Cornuta,” or 
“horned holly,” for the glossy 
leaves have tough, horn-like 
spines. Its bright red berries 
often persist until spring. 

Not a Bit Fussy. 
Two exceptionally handsome 
specimens of I. cornuta flank the 
doorway at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Thomas G. Harris, at Cape 
Girardeau, Mo. These plants did 
not seem to be injured, Mrs. 
Harris reports, by recent zero 
temperatures, 
In this area the Chinese holly 
sometimes dies back during a 
severe winter. One cornuta va- 
riety, I. cornuta bufordi, seems 
to be hardier. It is not as prickly, 
for the glossy green leaves are 
rounded and have fewer spines. 
If there is room for a large speci- 
men, this holly is very effective 
in the foundation planting. 

Some Grow Old. 
The American holly was at one 
time commonly found in the east 
and southern part of the United 
States, all the way from southern 
Massachusetts to Florida and 
Texas. Hollies were so common 
in Mississippi that they were 
sometimes brought from _ the 
woods and used for Christmas 
trees. In moist locations, they 
frequently attained a height of 
50 feet, and a few venerable ones 
are said to be more than 400 years 
old. 

Although the wild hollies are 
fast disappearing, some of the 
finest trees are being used for 
propagating stock. Choice nurs- 
ery grown plants also have been 
selected, so that gardeners now 
can order named varieties, such 


Cardinal, Bountiful and Old Heavy 
Berry. Aquipern is a delightful 
plant which has small, shiny 
leaves, and even young rooted 
cuttings may be loaded with ber- 
ries. The beautiful Croonenberg, 
which is a southern holly, is not 
considered hardy in this area. 

Unlike many other choice trees, 
American holly is not fussy about i 
soil requirements. According to 
Earl Dilatush, the New Jersey ex- 
pert who has been experimenting 
with this plant for more than 40 
years, it does “equally well in 
sand, gravel, clay or rock.” 

It is important, Dilatush says, 
to give the plants plenty of oak 
leafmold. Liberal quantities 
should be dug into the soil at 
planting time, and a heavy blan- 
ket of leaves should be kept over 
the roots at all times. This mulch 
provides plenty of food and it 
insulates the roots against both 
winter cold and the heat and 
drouth of summer. When cared 
for in this manner, hollies do not 
need chemical fertilizer, he says. 
Weeds should be kept down and 
the grass pulled out, but it is not 
wise to cultivate the soil. 

From Holiday Bouquets. 

Since hollies are propagated 
from cuttings nowadays, the gar- 
dener is assured of getting the 
desired “femina” or berry-pro- 
ducing holly. At least one male 
should be planted, though, to 
produce heavy crops of. fruit. 

It takes patience, but very little 
skill to grow the plants from cut- 
tings. One January this writer 
took sprigs of holly and laurel 
from Christmas bouquets, and 
rooted them successfully. 

Leaves were stripped off the 
bottom of the shoots, and cut ends 
were dipped in rooting powder. 
These cuttings were placed in 
boxes of damp vermiculite, in a 
light basement window. Most of

OGURT, the buttermilk whose invention is credited to 
Bulgarian mountaineers, is an excellent food and 
can be used in a number of dishes. One of these, 

yogurt pie, is popular with the family and friends of Mrs. 
Harry Schenberg of Clayton, who obtained the recipe 
from a California restaurant operator. 

Mrs. Schenberg makes the crust for the pie by crush- 
ing graham crackers to crumbs. These are combined with 
melted margarine and patted firmly into a greased pie pan. 
Some of the crumbs are reserved for garnishing. 

To make the filling, eggs are separated and yolks 
are beaten. Sugar is added to yolks a little at a time and 
beating continued until all sugar has been used. Now a 
small amount of yogurt is stirred in, then pancake flour and 
vanilla. Remaining yogurt is added and mixture is stirred 
until smooth. Beaten egg whites are folded in last and the 
mixture is poured into the crumb-lined pie pan. Crumbs 
are scattered over the top and pie is baked in a slow oven 
(300 degrees) for one hour. 

INGREDIENTS: Eight graham crackers, one-fourth stick 
margarine, three eggs, one pint yogurt, two rounded table- 
spoons pancake flour, one teaspoon vanilla, three-fourths 
cup sugar, one maraschino cherry. These amounts make 
one nine-inch pie.

T BECOMES of “blue babies’’? 

A little four-year-old named Patricia Mae Kornat- 
owski, who lives on a quiet street here, can tell you — 
or, if she’s still too young, her parents can. For Pattie 

is a former “blue baby,” whose life was saved by new surgical 
methods developed since 1944. 

Today, the “blue baby” operations pioneered at Johns Hop- 
kins University Medical School by Drs. Alfred Blalock and 
Helen Taussig, are bringing happiness to many American 
homes. But only recently the many “blue babies” born each 
year were doomed to short lives of helplessness and tragedy. 

It was that way with Pattie Kornatowski. Just two years ago, 
she was literally “blue”—her lips were purplish, her nails indigo, 
and at two and a half, she could only crawl laboriously. Her 
mother, Ethel Kornatowski, remembers how it was: “When 
I’d say, ‘Come, Patricia,’ to her, she would try to crawl toward 
me. But she would be so winded she couldn’t make it.” 

At night, when Ethel and Stanley Kornatowski would -bend 
over her crib to hear Pattie’s light, quick breathing, they would 
remember what the doctor had said: that death would surely 
come in ten years, perhaps in only five.

cyanosis — a condition in which the heart valves are wrongly 
formed and can’t deliver enough blood to the lungs, so that the 
body is starved for oxygen. 

That was Pattie’s condition on a bleak day two years ago 
when a team of medical specialists performed a life-and-death 
operation. 

That day, PARADE took its readers into the operating room 
of Chicago’s Cook County Children’s Hospital. There they 
watched the surgeon make new paths for blood to flow freely 
from Pattie’s heart to her lungs. 


‘| Was so Happy, | Didn’t Care!’’ 


FTER THE OPERATION, I went up to the hospital every day,” 
Says Mrs. Kornatowski. “Once, I was sort of admiring her, 
just aching to touch her when she opened her eyes and said, 
‘Mommy.’ It was the first time she had spoken since the opera- 
tion. 

“The blood rushed to my head and I guess I just passed out. 
The nurse brought me to. I was weak as a rag and trembling for 
hours. But I was so happy, I didn’t care.” 

Doctors still were wary. “I doubt if Pattie will ever be a nor- 
mal child,” said one, “but she will be able to carry on most of 
a child’s activities.” 

But a month later, new life was flowing in Pattie’s veins. Her 
blueness was gone. Her face was ruddy and bright. Her eyes 
gleamed. She was excited, giggling happily and “talking like 
sixty.” 

Two months later, Pattie walked for the first time. “She was 
in the clouds about it,” her mother remembers. Later, her 
father taught her to ride a tricycle. Soon she was whizzing 
around showing Linda, her three-year-old sister how it’s done. 

Recently, Pattie’s parents took 
her back to the hospital for a 
check-up. There, a specialist 
beamed: “Pattie’s doing fine. She 
makes us fee] wonderful.” 

But even now, Pattie’s heart 
doesn’t beat like anybody else’s. 
It has defects, which will prob- 
ably never be corrected. “But we 
think Pattie will be fine for the 
rest of her life,” said the doctor. 

At the Hektoen Institute in 
Chicago, where researchers have 
studied many “blue babies,” doc- 
tors say nine out of ten of their 
operable “blue baby” cases turn 
out “well.” Pattie Kornatowski's 
parents are sure of it. “Looking

PRAWLING ACROSS 500 stormy 

miles of the Midwest this 

spring, a “tornado network” 

of radar stations is going to make 

a dramatic attempt at saving 
American lives and property. 

By March, when the tornado 


season should be well under way,,. 


dozens of scientists will be scan- 
ning western skies. It may be a 
long time before anyone will be 
able to tell you: a tornado will hit 
your town tonight. But the time 
may be at hand, at last, when the 
alarm can be flashed: tornadoes 
may be on the march this after- 
noon—keep one eye on the western 
sky, and plan where you can take 
Shelter if you have to! 

If the experimental tornado 
network proves at all effective in 
the Midwest, the lessons learned 
may be applied from California to 
the Atlantic coast. Already the 
Army has announced its scientists 
are finding new ways of spotting 
severe storms, including hurri- 
canes, in the East. 


Radar Will Search the Clouds 


The drawing at left shows how 
the network will work. From St. 
Louis to Oklahoma batteries of 
radar and other instruments will 
be turned toward clouds probing 
for the tell-tale atmospheric 
echoes that indicate severe thun- 
der and hail storms. 

Elsewhere, observers will watch 
barometers for sudden, strange 
“jumps” in air pressure. 

These “jumps” may be an im- 
portant tornado clue: between 
two towns 15 miles apart, on a 


warm spring afternoon, air pres- 
Sure may drop sharply. Such 
“jumps” may be the atmospheric 
triggers that start tornadoes. 

When a “jump” is spotted, ob- 
servers will flash word by radio, 
telephone and teletype. After 
quick study, the Weather Bureau 
may even notify police and 
broadcast special alerts. 

While the Weather Bureau is 
studying tornadoes, in St. Louis 
a careful scientist, Dr. Edward 
M. Brooks, of St. Louis University, 
also is studying them in coopera- 
tion with the Weather Bureau. 
@ Here are some of the things he 
and others have found: 

@ In the South, the worst tor- 
nado month is March; in the 
Central States it is April or May. 
Farther North, it’s June or July. 
@ Most tornadoes occur between 
noon and 9 p.m. Favorable condi- 
tion: a warm, muggy day, with 
steady, southerly wind. 

@® Tornadoes sometimes occur 
when a “cold front” from the west 
comes plowing into the warm, 
moist air.

Some 12% of the nation’s markets 
today have lounges for women shop- 
pers.
